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HANUKA-CHRISTMAS AFFAIRS

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP) — A representative of the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B'nai B'rith who sought to defend the policy of 
his organization on Hanuka-Christmas celebrations in the schools, 
declared here that the ADL furnished Hanuka material only when 


requested. 

Sidney Stein, the ADL region- 
al director, implied that his or- 
ganization was no longer push- 
ing the joint celebrations, but 
only providing the materials 
when asked for them. 

SPEAKING ON a symposium 
before Hadassah on “Are Joint 
Christmas-Hanuka Celebrations 

in the Public Schools Desir- 
able?” Stein soon learned that 
his audience was in almost com- 
plete agreement with his op- 
ponent. ‘The opponent was Rob- 
ert Gordon, regional director for 
the American Jewish Congress. 

The mothers could not be con- 
yinced that providing material 
for any kind of religious cele- 
bration was not adding fuel to 
the argument of those who de- 
fended this infraction of. the 
principle of separation of school 
and state. 

GORDON SAID the Congress 
Was irrevocably opposed to cele- 
brations of any kind in the 
schools. Stein countered that 
life was made up of concessions 
and that it would be bad public 
relations to attempt to remove 
all celebrations from the schools. 

Stein was somewhat at a dis- 
advantage since the third man 
in the symposium, Rev. Jack 
Mendelson, Unitarian minister, 
as also the moderator, took a 





strong stand against any holi- 
day celebrations in the schools. 
Al Chernin, head of the Indiana 
Jewish Community Relations 
Council, the moderator sought 
to soften the blows for_Stein, 
who was an. able representative 
of his organization, but it was 
to little avail.

HAIFA (NJP)—For some 
time in the past, Israel public 
opinion has been sharply divid- 
ed over the question whether Is- 
raeli citizens could be compelled 
to Hebraize their names by ad- 
ministrative order.

name. 

Now the story has come to 
an end, though with a typical 
O. Henry twist, and here is the 
story: 

Even in the close-knit family 
of the Israel Navy officer corps, 
very little is known about Com- 
mander Edward Vishnevski’s .ad- 
vyenturous past, and there are at

‘yersions concerning this former 


Polish officer’s life in circula- 
tion, 


VERSION NO. 1 says that Ed- 
ward was not a Jew at all to 
begin with, but a goy, the only 
son of old Count Vishnevski, one 
of the biggest aristocrats of old 
Poland. 

Version No, 2 says that Ed- 
was born in an assimilated Pol- 
ishJewish family and escaped 
to Russia during the war. In 
Russia, he joined the Polish 
Army of Generaj Anders and 
was sent to Britain. In Britain, 
he trransferred to the Polish 
Navy and fought against the 
Germans, refusing to return to 
Red Poland after the World 
War. Instead he came to Israel, 
joined the Navy, and so on. 

Version No. 3: is circulated by 
4 pretty auburn-haired lady of- 
ficer of the Israe] Navy, a lieu- 
tenant-commander ‘who happens 
to be Commander Vishnevski’s 
wife, Rachel says that her hus- 
band is, was and always has 
been Jewish. He escaped to Rus- 
sia during the war, joined the 
Polish Army, came to Palestine 
in 1943, deserted from the Polish 
Service, joined the underground 
Haganah, served aboard Haga- 
nah blockade-runners and joined 
the Israel Navy as soon as it 
was formed.

ERBSFELD as well as Arbesfeld is a German word mean- 

ing “a field of peas.’ The modern German word for 
for “pea” is Erbse. The name is a so-called Field Name, 
derived from the name of a rural site in the vicinity of a 
German town. In some sections of Germany Jews were 
forbidden to form their family names out of well-known 
geographical names. In such cases they would resort to 
a field name taken from a mountain, a river, a field or 
some other landmark of the vicinity. You failed to in- 
dicate. your family’s country of origin. The omission 
makes it impossible for me to be more specific.

BASIC TO whatever judge- 
ments one might make about 
such issues, however, there 
should be some thinking about 
more restricted questions, How 
many and which areas of school 
life does Christmas affect?

and classrooms, Santa Clauses, 
holly wreaths, bells, etc, And all 
of these activities will continue 
until school closes for what fs 
called “Christmas vacation,” 
with children and teachers tak 
ing leave of one another with 
a “Merry Christmas.” 

The attitude of Jews toward 
Christmas in the public schools 
needs to take account, then, not 
of a single activity, but of many.

Australia Better Than England, One Says 


There are human interest interviews and success stories. “Any 
man who is ready and willing to work can do what I did,” says 
Mr. John O'Connor. And Mr. J. W. Siee, having made good, 
too, dares-say: “Without wanting to threw any reflection on 
England whatsoever, I find the scales are balanced much more 
in Australia’s favor.” 

I think the reader has enough samples. The point is that 
the British government considers it good policy and sound plan- 
ning to encourage young, skilled, able-bodied, ambitious and 
energetic people to- leave the mother country and go overseas. 
Every such migrant is considered an emissary of Britain, an- 
other link between the land overseas and the British Isles. If

No single American in Israel whom I know is less of an 
American for having left the United States. To the contrary he 
becomes the exponent of American principles, the protagonist of 
the American way of life in the land to which he has immigrated. 

I am ndt naive enough to believe that the State Department 
will ever embark on such a program, but at least we should put 
& stop to the fears that encouragement of emigration is un- 
patriotic. It is no such thing. It is a service to America’s in- 
ternational interests as we can learn frem our enlightened friends 
the British. And it is about time that the Zionist groups stopped 
their whispering about immigration and came out with a proud, 
publicly proclaimed program in this direction.

Sir Anthony Eden seems to plan the kind of a settlement for 
Jsrael that his unlamented predecessor Neville Chamberlain ef- 
fected for Czechoslovakia in 1938. In 1938 Chemberlain forced 
Czechoslovakia, practically at the point of a gun, to cede the 
Sudentenland to Hitler. In r@farn Czechoslovakia was to have 
peace. 

Czechoslovakia, under Eduard Benes complied. A short time 
after that settlement, Hitler occupied all of Czechoslovakia and 
installed his own henchman as ruler. Chamberlain then delivered 
a speech, indifinantly protesting that “Herr Hitler’ had misled 
him. That was all.he did. 

The British Foreign Office and their allies in the State De- 
partment and in Cairo are now trying to convince Israel] that if 
they give up the Negev or part of it, they will have peace, trade 
with the Arabs and East Africa and real prosperity. They even 
tell us that the Arabs are now ready to talk sense. O€casionally, 
an obliging Arab leader, under due promptings, takes out time 
from advocating the destruction of Israel to take in a moderate

Won’t Be Sold Down the River 


The Jews are suspicious. Israeli leaders say they will not 
do what Benes did in 1938, but will put up a fight. They warn 
the Western powerg that they cannot sell Israel down the river 
in 1955 as easily as they sold Czechoslovakia in 1938. Sir An- 
thony Eden, a confirmed enemy of Zionism and the father of the 
Arab League, feigns righteous indignation. The officials of the 
State Department are uneasy. Some are genuinely perturbed. over 
the Eden trick, others would like to let him have his way, if only 
the American public were not to raise a row. 

It so happens that the vast majority of the American public 
is in sympathy with the Israeli cause. But that is not enough 
to stop bureaucrats from acting as they see fit in foreign affairs. 
The sell-out of. Czechoslovakia was not popular in 1938 either. 
But there was no one to raise a clamor. In the United States, 
however, there are 5 million Jews who raise cain. If they could 
be shut up, the rest of the public would remain comparatively in- 
active.

questions asked of him. One was 
whether it wasn’t wiser Ameri- 
ean policy to favor 40 million 
Arabs instead. of two million 
Jews. The other sought to es- 
tablish an ethica] parallel be- 
tween what the Nazis did to the 
Tews and what Israel did to the 
Arab refugees. Sharett. writes 
Dingol, gave effective renlies to 
both questions. But O’Donnell

In other words, if a father 
knew that his observance of the 
mitzvoth meant that his daugh- 
ter would most likely grow to 
be a. pleasant, wholesome young 
lady, and that his son would de- 

i velop into a responsible individ- 
ual with no excesses such as 
mark toé many modern youth, 
and that divorce or sex would 
‘not destroy his home, wouldn’t 
he then feel the need for and the 
value of Judaism ? 


TODAY™ WHEN you ask a 
Jew about Judaism, you'll get 
an answer to the effect that to 
be Jewish means to believe in 
fair treatment of others, help to 
the downtrodden, and other 
ideals, These ideals of course 
are the goals of Judaism, but 
they aren’t restricted only to 
Jews or germaine and mundane 
enough to. make any rea] im- 
pression on the average indi- 
vidual. 

A man will sacrifice to see 
that his son is able to go to col- 
lege, or if God forbid, the child 
is ill, that he has the best med- 
ica] treatment. 

Why then wouldn’t he sacri- 
fice to see that his son is reared 
with a feeling of belonging, and 
with a sense of values and disci- 
pline, which are as necesary if 
not more so than his education 
and his physical well-being. 


THIS SACRIFICE may mean 
eschewing work on the Sabbath, 
or disciplining himself in the 
many ways in which observance 
of the mitzvoth requires. 

The Jewish way of life may 
seem hard to those who know 
little about it, But if they 
weighed its rewards against the 
difficulties it imposes—a true 
Jew doesn’t look on them as dif- 
ficulties—provided of course he 
was made to understand what 
these rewards were I’m _ sure 
he’d be more than willing to 
undertake the responsibilities. 

THE JEWISH way of life is 
the only future for a Jew. A 
non-Jew. may find this Jewish 
way of life burdensome, but the 
Jewish way of life isn’t made 
for the non-Jew. 

The non-Jew hardly needs to 
feel a belonging. He doesn’t 
have a history which all too 
clearly shows him that Jews 
were never safe no matter’ where 
they lived, except in the US. 
Discrimination to him, unless 
he’s a Negro or a Catholic in 
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the US. is something others 
suffer and something to be 
fought out of the goodness of 
his heart, He can join any coun- 
try club, and he can be the pres- 
ident of the United States. 

THE NON-JEW is different 
from the Jew, and. therefore 
what the Jew needs for his hap- 
piness is different from what 
the non-Jew needs for his hap- 
piness. None of us want it this 
way, but that’s the way it is. 

An architect may prefer find- 
ing rock just beneath the ground 
rather than have to excavate for 
many feet, but if he hopes to 
sustain the structure he’ll meet 
the conditions. as they exist, not 
as he wishes they were. 

SO THE JEW of today must 
mold his life according to the 
conditions of his environment 
today, and that calls for certain 
disciplines and sacrifices. If he 
doesn’t care to make these then 
he should understand the 
chances he is taking with him- 
self and his loved ones, 

The successful modern rabbi 
must be one that can dramatize 
and impart this kind of message 
to his congregants, Judaism is 
a personal religion even while 
both universalistic and particu- 
laristic. We have tended to 
stress the latter and overlook 
the former. In this juncture of 
Jewish history we must reverse 
the process.

States operates slowly, but nonetheless, 
given time, it expresses itself. 

The shift of the Anti - Defamation 
League of the B’nai B’rith from active 
promotion of Hanuka-Christmas pro- 
grams in the schools, to one of passive 
agent, supplying the materials only 


where requested, is the newest example . 


of the effect of Jewish public opinion in 
the United States. 

The National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, with the backing of 
the organized Jewish community, has 
taken an irrevocable stand against Christ- 
mas-Hanuka celebrations in the schools. 
The NCRAC contends that to advocate 
Hanuka programs in the schools is to 
acquiesce in a move that is nothing 
more or less than a breech in the walls 
separating church and state. 

Slowly this view is predominating in 
the United States Jewish community and 
the resultant pressure on the ADL has 
caused it to change its emphasis, and 
should in time, result in the dropping of 
this phase of its program altogether. 


What will finally put the quietus on 
this ADL policy is the drive now in full 
swing throughout the general community 
to introduce some form of teaching about 
religion into the public schools. © This 
will be a fight that will require the com- 
bined skill of all United States Jewish 
groups, and the idea of Hanuka-Christ- 
mas celebrations only gives ammunition 
to those who hope to see religion taught 
about in the public schools. 

The Jewish community knows better 
than most groups how dangerous is this 
kind of thing, and, of course, is unalter- 
ably opposed to any approach which 
would throw the schools open to ali the 
evils inherent in a departure so alien to 
our concept of public schools in a 
democracy. 

Another example of the working of 
Jewish public opinion was shown in the 
retreat of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee from its previous position anent the 
emigration of Jews of North Africa. It 


‘took courage for the AJ Committee to 


revise its views, even though it was re- 
acting to Jewish public opinion. 


UNADULTERATED NONSENSE 


If you want a criterion of the real 
attitude of governments, government of- 
ficials, elected and appointed, and of 
newspapers towards Israel, you have it 
now in the present crisis. 

If there was any one move calculated 
to alienate American public opinion, it 
was Egypt’s purchase of arms from 
Czechoslovakia. 

But now it seems, that instead of 
losing out because of this dealing with 
the enemy of democracy, Egypt not only 


is providing arms for herself, but at the 
same time may win concessions from 
the West. 

This is plain, unadulterated nonsense, 
and no one knows it better than the dip- 
lomats of the Western world. They can 
not reward the wrong-doer and expect 
any kind of respect from the world. 

In the face of this situation, if Is- 
rael’s plea for self-preservation is re- 
buffed, then put it down to one basic 
reason — enmity of Israel and a secret 
but repressed hatred for the Jewish state.

In U. S. Joseph Would Be Veep 


VAYESHEV—We Think a Lit- 
tle but Chiefly Forget. 

Men are things that think a 
little but chiefly forget. Here 
was Jacob perpetrating on his 
children the selfsame vice which 
Isaac and Rebekah had perpe- 
trated on him, and which Abra- 
ham and Sarah had shown to- 
ward Isaac and Ishmael, 

“Now. Israel loved Joseph 
more than all his children,” the 


* Sedrah text tells us, Men may 


learn from experience, but they 
learn little and learn it very 
slowly. 

Thomas Mann finds a rich har- 
vest here for his psycho-analyt- 
ic probing. In fact, he contrives 
a theory which boldly joins Carl 
Jung to Albert Einstein. His 
“time coulisse” is a complicated 
interweaving of the theory of 
racial memory and the relativ- 
ity of time-space. The event (in 
this instance, favoritism to the 
younger son) moves through 
time and thrusts itself through 
the open door of. memory into 
the lives of a series of actors 
who externalize the event. 


BUT THE EVENT has a way 


of folding within itself, of back . 


tracking and overlapping, which 
is hard for us to understand; 
for we are still addicted to the 
usual categories of past, present 
and future, Fourth dimensional 
reality, which includes the col- 
lective memory of thé group, is 
no respecter of the calendar. The 
event grows thick or thin ac- 
cording to its own nature and its 
own place in the timeless archi- 
tecture of reality. 

So it is that the blood of Jo- 
seph grows thick with the will 
to succeed, All the egotisms of 
the patriarchs have pushed their 
cumulative power into this teen- 
age dreamer, until the sun and 
the moon and the very stars pay 
obeisance to the flaming image 
of his greatness. Here is a young 
man on the make, Here is a 
young man with colossal confi- 
dence in himself. 

Neither the experience in the 
dark desert pit nor in the Egyp- 
tian gaol can quench or even 
refine this burning zeal to 
amount to something. Even the 
assiduous importunings of his 
master’s love-struck wife can- 


not detour him from his ap- 
pointed goal. The yetzer, or the 
libido, of Joseph has sublimated 
its sexual drive into the over- 
whelming ambition to be top 
man on the pyramid. 


JOSEPH TAKES it upon him- 
self to be God's interpreter and 
turns the gossamer stuff of 
dreams inte the thick golden 
chains of reward. On the flimsy 
vaporings of the psyche he 
Climbs to the very pinnacle of 
power. His egotism recognizes 
but one restraint. He acknowl- 
edges God as the source of his 
inspiration, But whether this is 
true piety or a shrewd. escape 
clause in his contract with des- 
tiny, it is hard to say, 

The wonder is that Joseph 
could have succeeded in Egyp- 
tian society, frozen in its castes, 
massively impervious to any in- 
trusions on its hierarchic sys- 
tem. Only the prospect of catas- 
trophe could have opened the 
golden door to this Hebraic 
stray from Canaan, 

If we can take license from 
the “time coulisse,” we might 
imagine what an even greater 
success Joseph would have been 
in 20th century America, What 
with his charm, his sex appeal, 
his way with dreams, his flex- 
ible-inflexible farm support plan, 
his martiage with the high 
priest’s daughter, he could have 
become not a viceroy, but a vice- 
president, only one heart beat 
away from the very topmost 
seat of power.

Can Use Premises As School, 
But Not for Services, Weddings 


— Residents mn suburban Chelten- 
ham township and- members of the Ashmead Civic Associa- 
tion lost their battle to prevent establishment of a religious 
school by ‘the Congregation B’nai Israel, of Philadelphia, at 
Cheltenham Avenue and Lanfair Road. The Board of Ad- 
justment of Cheltenham township authorized use of the ground 


The board’s decision in permitting the school stated that 
the community’s zoning ordinance provided “that properties 
in any residential district, even the highest, may be used for 
educational, religious and philanthropic purposes.” 

The board, however, laid down these four restrictions: 

“That at no time will the applicant conduct upon the 
premises a nursery school or summer camp. 

“That at no time will the members of the school use the 
premises for outside play or other activities. 

“That no religious services or weddings at any time, in- 
cluding Holy Day services, will be conducted upon the premises, 

“That the only adult use of the premises for the pur- 
pose of meetings will be those held by members of the parent- 
teacher association directly connected with the religious school.”
